Any Fool Cannot Farm Today 


It is an old saying that any fool 
can farm and this Was almost the 
truth when farming consisted chiefly 
in reductig the fertility #f the new, 
ric. land secured at practically no 
cost from a geneous government. But 
to restore depleted soils to high pro- 
ductive power in economic systems is | 
no fool's job, for it requires: mental as 
well as muscular energy; and no apol- 
ogies should be expected from those 
who necessarily make use of techni- 
cal terms in the discussion of this 


technical-subject, notwithstanding the 
common foolish advice that farmers 
should be given a sort of parrot in- 
struction in almost baby language in- 
stead of established facts and princi- 
ples in definite and permanent scien- 
tifle terms. The farmer should be 
as familiar with the names of the ten 
essential elements of plant food as he 
is with the names of his ten nearest 
neighbors. Safe and permanent sys- 
tems of soll improvement and preser-| 
vation may come with intelligence— 
mever ignorance—on the part of the 


There's the gist of the whole ques- 
tion as to the future of every farm, 
wrapped up in that Jast sentence. 
tead it again, please. Now, how is 
a farmer to become familiar with the 
terms applied to the ten elements of 
plant food if he does not read about 
them and force his mind into a study 
of them? 

Right here is the big gap between 
the teacher of farm fertility and the 
farmer who is wasting it. The truth 
of the matter must come to the mind 
of the farmer in certain terms. There 
are no other words that will convey 
that truth. If he becomes Iintelli- 
gent, capable of mastering the prob- 
lem, he must learn the language of | 
truth, Without intelligence the 
farmer is a destroyer of the soil and 
a hindrance to his own good fortune. 
It will pay to read about these things. 


Wolves Killing Off the Buffalo 
Investigations carried on by 
Forestry Branch of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment have proven conclusively that 
several large herds of wild buffalo are 
still to be found in the hilly country 
on the northern boundary of Alberta, 
in the neighborhood of the Slave Riv-; 
er. A party working under the di-| 
rection of Mr. A. J. Bell, the Govern- 
ment Agent at Fort Smith, made a 
study of the habits and obtained pho- 
tographs of these buffalo of the plains, 
the remnants of which were forced to 
seek shelter in the timbered fastness- 

es of the north. 

These wood-buffalo, when fully 
grown are abl> to defend themselves 
against their natural enemies, but in 
the winter before the young yearlings 
have attained full strength, they fre- 
quently fall victims to the timber- 
wolves. Bands of these wolves hover 
around the flanks of the buffalo herds 
as they pass in single file from one 
feeding ground to another, waiting for 
the opportunity to cut off a young 
animal an drive it from the beaten 
trail into the deep snow, where it is 
unable either to escape or to defend 


itself. 
Partly-eaten carcasses were found 
by the investigating party, which; 


clearly indicated that the wolves were 
the cause. These grey timber-wolves 
are of large size, and are very numer- 
ous in this region, where they men- 
ace the existenceX not only of the 
wood-buffalo, but of other game as 
well. The Dominion Government al- 
ready offers a bounty of twenty dol- 
lars a piece for their destruction, but 
so sparsely inhabited is *he region and 
so clever are the wolves in avoiding 
traps, that the present bounty has had 
little effect in reducing their numbers. 

It ts possible that the Dominion 
Government will raise the bounty here 
to forty dollars in the hope of ridding 
the regions of these pests, and of pre- 
venting the extinction of the last wild 
bison in existence.

Present prospects indicate a fair crop 
of grain throughout the three western 
provinces, but do not point to any larger 
yleld than last year, This, combined 
with the big shortage in the spring 
wheat crop of the United States, and 
also that of France and other European 
countries, and the present high price 
of corn, all points toward a high level 
of prices, and we cannot see any rea- 
son why prices should be hammered 
down to the low level of last year. We 
claim the right value of 1 Northern 
should not be Jess than 95c; 2 C. W. 
; 1_N.W.C, Flaxseed, $1.50, and 
. Barley, 50c; basis in store Fort 
William or Port Arthur, but of course, 
if farmers rush tnetr grain on the mar- 
ket early with Instructions to sell for 
what it will bring, prices are bound to 
be forced lower. Any farmer who Js in 
a position to hold his grain at home 
should do so, and those who are obliged 
to sell to get cash should ship and sell 
only enough to carry them over. If 
the selling of all our grain could be 
spread evenly over the-whole season, 
prices could easily average from 10c to 
l6c per bushel figher, which would 
méan an enormous extra amount of 
cash brought into Western Canada.

Under the belief that the shells ‘con. 

stitute its most valuable portion the 
| diggers have sought to operate where 
the shells were most numerous, often 
upon the very oyster beds themselves, 
The value of mussel mud as a ferti- 
lizer is problematical, since if used 
without copious animal or other ni- 
trates its lime extract the nitrogen 
from the land disastrously. It is un- 
questionably a soil stimulant, how- 
ever, and for many years the farmers 
| disputed with the fishermen on the 
contention that the oyster industry 
was less important than the mud dig. 
ging. In 1877 Governmental experts 
recommended that no mud be dredged 
within 60 yards of a living oyster 
bed, and in 1892 a regulation was put 
; in force prohibiting digging within 
200 yards of oyster beds. This restric- 
tion has now shown itself beneficial to 
the industry.” 

A good measure of success for Cana. 
dian ‘oyster culture is foreshadowed 
not only by the experience of oyster 
farmers in the United States, France, 
England and Japan, but also by the 
experiments conducted here by the 
Dominion Government and by private 
enterprise. Capt. Ernest Kemp, the 
oyster expert of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, has built two large artificial 
oyster beds which, although dating 
but from the summers of 1910 and 1911, 
give every promise of being highly 
successful and productive. In 1910 an 
area of four acres in the outer portion 
of Richmond Bay was planted with 
363 bushels of small oysters obtained 
from the bars off Ram and Curtain Is- 
lands in the same bay. This bed is at 
present in excellent condition. In 
1911 another four-acre tract was pre- 
pared near Caribou Island, off Pictou 
County, in the Straits of Northumber- 
land, and was planted with about 
twenty-five barrels of Richmond Bay 
oysters, 

From the quantities of oysters for- 
merly produced in island waters, how- 
ever, it is evident that there must be 
sufficient food matter present there to 
support from six to eight times as 
large a yield as the current one, if 
the proper sites are chosen, 


Houses Built Without Nalls. 


In Alberta there is a village of 
houses which have been constructed 
without nails, As a matter of fact, 
little or no hardware of any character 
has entered into their construction. 
There houses have been built by Ru- 
thenian immigrants and their archi- 
tecture is quite novel. Their first at- 
tempts at house-building are usually. 
of the kind they had been accustomed 
to over in Europe, and their buildings 
are of the typical Ruthenian style— 
log, pitch-roofed, thatched and wide 
in the eaves. In many cases these 
buildings are put up without a dol- 
lar’s worth of hardware. Even the 
door, an affair of slender twigs woven 
and laced together, swings on home- 
made hinges and is latched with a 
wooden hasp. The floors are of hewn 
loge, unnailed. ‘The roof, as the fay- 
orite Russian roof always is, is a won- 
derful fabric of poles and crosswoven 
wheat straw, 10 inches thick pete 
tight and solfa, and laid with such 
care that it will shed the weather for 
twenty years,

Why Duels are Harmiesc 

A large proportion of the duels in 
France end without bloodshed.

Therefore the speed with which they 
are spoken is agreed upor beforehand 
this depending upon the s2rlousness of 
the duel. The words are timed with 
a metronome. If the cncounter be 
very serious this is set ut the slow- 
est speed, eighty beats a minute, 
which gives time for takin;: accurats 
aim. A speed of 140 beats a minute 
allows no time for aiming, and there- 
fore is used when the seconds consid- 
er the duel should be mado> as little

The Ma.. Car’s Fc serunner 

The first daily overland mail coach 
arrived at St. Joseph, Mo., fifty-t > 
years ago last Friday, seventeen days 
from Sacremento. The overiand stage 
was the successor of the pony express 
that had been established betweer. St. 
Joseph and Sacramento the preceding 
year, ard provided o through mail line 
from New York to the Pacific coast. 
Between the Misourl River, the west- 
ern terminus of the railroad, and Sac- 
ramento the distance was traversed by 
fleet horsemen, each of whom went 
sixty miles. The riders were paid 
$200 a month, but the dange-: from 
hostile Indians was great. The build- 
ing of a telegraph line to the Pacific 
put the money express out of com- 
mission, and the completion in 1869 of 
a continuous line of railway across 
the continent ended the picturesque 
but comparatively slow overland stage- 
coach system. As a feeder to the 
railroad, however, the stage continued 
to have a wide sphere of usefulness 
for many years, and has not yet en- 
tirely disappeared,

contains $25,000 in goid. The inviol- 
ability of these chambers is secured | 
in the following manner: They have, 
triple doors with various lock», whose 
keys are held by certain officials of the 
Ministry of War, and these keys each 
open one door, so that no one offi- 
celal is ever able to enter alone, The 
clamps of the chests are sealed and 
stamped in such a way that it is not 
possible for them to be tampered with 
without danger of instant discovery. 
| Moreover, the weight of each sack and 
chest is regisered.

Work of the Dominio,, Department 
of Agriculture 

The report of the Minist.- of Agri- 
culture for the year ending March 31, 
1913 has been printed. It contains 
in concise and readable form a review 
of the work carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture through its sever- 
al brane’ +s and divisions during the 
year. It concludes also the Orders i. 
Council that were passed affecting ag- 
riculture, 

The report is presented under five 
general heads as follows: 1, General 
remarks; 2, Arts and Agriculture; 3, 
Patents of Invention; 4, Copyrights, 
Trade Marks, Industrial Designs and 
Timber Marks; 6, TFublic Health. 
There is also include. an appendix 
having reference to Public Health, Ex- 


| hibition and the Seventh International 


Congress held at Rome against Tuber- 
culosis. 

Referring tc the trade in dairy pro- 
ducts it is pointed out that for the firt 
time in sixty years no butter was ex- 
ported to the United Kingdom, but 
on the other hard more than six and 
one-half millicn pounds were imported | 
into Canada during the year. | 

In the Seed Branch among other 
work aTiMost nineteen thousand samp- 
les of farm seeds were tested’ for 
farmers and seed merchants. 

The Live Stock Commissioner by 
means of public sales distributed up- 
wards of 1,300 breeding shvep, about 
one-third of which were  pure-bred 
rams, In ths record of performance 
about one thousand cows have been 
entered for test. These repPssent 
stock of about 150 farms. 

Through the Experimental Farms 
system which includes the Central! 
Farm and fifteen branch farms and 
stations an enormous amount of work 
has been done. The report not only 
gives one a general knowledge of its 
extent but brings to light many -ac- 
complishments for agriculture. In 
Saskatchewan, it is poinied out that} 
the spring wheat ‘Marquis’ yielded at 
the rate of 31 bushels per acre. The 
still newer Prelude wheat which rip- 
ens muci: earlier than other good sorts 
was sent out for test during the year. 
A much large quantity is promised for 
distribution during the coming winter. 
Many other useful points are recorded 
in the minister's report, copies of 
which are available to those who ap- 
ply for it to the Publication Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa.
